The 
fauMt aggressive of the poster 
pasters is the erstwhile terrorist 
Stern Group, which now is above 
ground and known simply as “The 
Fighters.” 

This political f organization la 
now legal, respstable and law- 
abiding, £pt haJnot fully aban- 
doned its aggressiveness if its 
manner of postilg election mate- 
rial can be used aa a criterion. 
Its flying squads of poster pastera 
think nothing of plastering Stem- 
ist material over any opposition 
posters that may be on display, 
and they are' particularly fond of 
main street show windows. 

Mapam, Mapai or any of the 
other election parties may think 
they have found a conspicuous 
place for their posters, but before 
long they are blotted out by The 
Fighters. The others retaliate, 
With the result that the battle of 
the posters becomes a twenty- 
four-hour engagement 

The Fighters 1 list of candidates 
for seats in the 120-man Con- 
stituent Assembly is one of the 
strangest ever presented to an 
electorate. Of the twelve can- 
didates, six are In prison, four are 
in hiding and two are serving in 
therAnny. Under the lawJif any 
of those now in prison are llected.
